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Illinois Utility Asks 
Higher Water Rates for 
“Wasteful’ Conditioners 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill.—The Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission re- 
cently heard evidence for the 
first time on whether to set up 
special high rates for users of 
water-cooled air conditioners 
which do not conserve water. 

The application, made by 
Northern Illinois Water Corp., 
for its Champaign-Urbana 
plant, asked that such users be 
charged $45 for each ton of con- 
ditioning capacity annually. 

Frank C. Amsbary, Jr., man- 
ager of the Champaign-Urbana 
plant, said the increasing de- 
mand for water for air condi- 
tioning was cutting into sup- 
plies reserved for fire protection. 

He said that unless the use 
was curtailed an expansion of 
water facilities would be re- 
quired at added cost. He said 
it would be unfair to charge all 
water users for such expansion.

humidity occurs as no condens- 
ate is present to be returned to 
the area,” it was stated. 

The company said its casing 
design allows installing the 
outer housing for “R” and “C” 
models with the furnace and the 
addition of coil and compressor 
when the owner desires to do so 
at a later date. No disturbance 
of the duct system is necessary. 

“Interior plates are readily 
removable so _ that positive 
cleaning and inspection is pos- 
sible without disturbing the pip- 
ing or the ductwork. All metal 
exposed to moisture is galvan- 
ized, copper or aluminum.” 

Another important feature, 
the firm stated, “is the perfect 
fit between furnace and coil.

Human Nature Confounds 
Economists Again 


to buy; if they look for prices to drop, they 
will put off buying. That isn’t true, it turns 
out. Higher prices may make consumers so 
angry they’ll stop making discretionary pur- 
chases. 


Consumers don’t always react as expected 
to price reductions. If people believe that 
price-cuts are the beginning of a downward 
trend, they freeze. Price stability seems to 
be the condition most conducive to spending. 

Most U. S. families have an abundance of 
unsatisfied needs. Under what conditions are 
needs most likely to be transformed into ef- 
fective demand? When people are confident 
about the future of the economy. 

The Michigan university professor makes 
interesting observations regarding the mar- 
ket saturation concept. Too many market 
analysts cite the large percentage of U. S. 


Widely acclaimed University of Michigan 
economist and psychologist, George Katona 
observes : 


“Tt is not money in the possession of con- 
sumers that moves goods off the shelves; 
it is people who decide to spend their money. 
In order to predict the trend of consumers’ 
spending it is necessary to obtain data both 
on the resources of consumers and on the 
motives that tend to encourage or discour- 
age the spending of money.” 


Katona’s economic psychology holds that 
consumers (and businessmen, too) are not 
puppets pushed about by the law of supply 
and demand. He contends that consumers 
don’t always do what the theorists think 
they will do. 


Lord Keynes’ economic theory has domi-

nated economists’ thinking in recent dec- 
ades.. This theory stresses effects of changes 
in income on spending and saving. ‘““We have 
found,” Katona states, “that in a period of 
good business, those who suffer declines in 
income reduce their rate of saving so as to 
maintain their accustomed standard of liv- 
ing, as the Keynes theory predicts, provided 
they expect the decline to be temporary 
and have liquid assests.” 


However, with an increase in income, 
spending often rises faster than the income 
if the economy is moving upward. An in- 
crease in income induces consumers to re- 
duce saving—contrary to the Keynes theory. 


Again, it is traditionally assumed that if 
people expect prices to rise, they will rush 


families who own major consumer durables, 
such as refrigerators and freezers, and argue 
that future sales will be restricted largely 
to replacement needs. 


There’s a counteracting factor: levels of 
aspiration—for position, for income, and for 
goods. A golfer may strive hard to achieve 
a score of 100. When he has achieved his 
goal, he invariably raises his sights. Like- 
wise a family which has paid for a home 
usually moves on to a new objective, such 
as college education for the children. 

We translate our needs into demand when 
we are optimistic, confident, and secure. We 
are “saturated,” when we are pessimistic, 
insecure, and when our past endeavors have 
been unsuccessful.

FTC Stipulation 
Order Agreed to 
By Wood Conversion 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
Federal Trade Commission an- 
nounced on Sept. 27 its approval 
of a stipulation agreement which 
prohibits Wood Conversion Co., 
St. Paul, Minn., from represent- 
ing that one inch of Balsam- 
Wool, its insulating product, is 
substantially as efficient as 35 
or 4 in. of competing products. 

This agreement resulted from 
advertised claims that “...1 
in. of Balsam-Wool does the job 
of 4 in. of other insulation .. .” 
or... “[{test show] 1 in. of 
Balsam-Wool provided 29% fuel 
savings—while 3% in. of other 
insulation provided only 30% 
fuel savings. .. .” 

The stipulation prohibits the 
company from “otherwise repre- 
senting the insulating value of 
the product on a comparative 
basis, or otherwise, except in 
accordance with the facts.” 

This stipulation is for settle- 
ment purposes only and does 
not constitute an admission by 
the company that it has violated 
the law.

ROCKVILLE, Md.—The Re-

resent all supermarket employ- 
es, including meat department 
workers. 

This move was approved by 
James Suffridge, president of 
the Retail Clerks International 
Association. He was quoted as 
saying that his union “will do 
this anywhere that we find the 
meat cutters trying to slice into 
our jurisdiction in supermar- 
kets.” 

In another move, union clerks 
in San Diego were warning and 
then picketing supermarket op- 
erators who refused to return 
disputed products to clerk juris- 
diction. 

It was also reported that a 
food employers council was 
being formed in San Diego to 
protect supermarket operators. 

A conference on the dispute 


is scheduled to be held in Wash- 


ington, D. C. in November be- 
tween George Meany, AFL 
president, and officials of the 
Retail Clerks International As- 
sociation and the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and _ Butcher 
Workmen. 

According to meat cutter rep- 
resentatives in Washington, D. 
C., meat comes under the juris- 
diction of their union and they 
will not allow the clerks to in- 
fringe on this jurisdiction. How- 
ever, the clerks maintain that 
frozen dinners and_ kindred 
meat products belong in the 
grocery department and thus 
come under their control. 

The row started when San 
Diego butchers demanded that 
Food Basket markets allow only 
butchers to handle frozen pre- 
pared dinners and similar prod- 
ucts. After the butchers failed 
to report for work at Food Bas- 
ket markets, a Superior Court 
judge granted a temporary or- 
der against the butchers, but 
they remained off the job. 


At a hearing on an appeal 
by the butchers, the court asked 
Food Basket to withdraw the 
disputed products from sale 
pending a court ruling in the 
case. The firm complied and the 
butchers went back to work

Can Mercury 
Manometer | 
Cause Explosion? 


The fourth instalment of a 
series in this column entitled 
“Safety Pays,’ appeared in the 
April 18 issuc this year. In the 
safety precautions, we included 
the statement, “Explosions have 
been caused from mercury 
manometers on ammonia sys- 
tems.”’ 

Not long afterward, we re- 
ceived a letter from an execu- 


tive of a large company operat- 
ing several cold storage ware- 
houses. The following is quoted 
from that letter: 

“In your article in the April 
18 issue of AIR CONDITIONING & 
REFRIGERATION NEws, pertaining 
to Safety, you referred to ex- 
plosions that have been caused 
by mercury manometers on am- 
monia systems. 

“Will you please give me a 
few more details on these acci- 
dents, such as the application 
of the manometers, whether 
they were on the high or low 
pressure sides of the system, if 
the mercury was in direct con- 
tact with the ammonia, etc. 


“We have a number of mer- 
cury manometers in use in our 
plants, so I am much interested, 
and would appreciate further in- 
formation.” 


MANOMETERS INSTEAD OF 
PRESSURE GAUGES 


Manometers have been used 
to indicate pressures in refrig- 
eration equipment—particularly 
low side pressures—for many 
years. During that time, there 
have apparently been very few 
explosions traceable to them; or 
at least there has not been very 
much publicity nor information 
available. 

When the subject of whether 
or not explosions could result 
from mercury manometers on 
ammonia systems first came up, 
there seemed to be some hesi- 
tancy on the part of chemists 
to give opinions on the subject. 

In fact, some very able chem- 
ists expressed the opinion that 
there was no danger whatever 
from mercury coming into con- 
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tact with ammonia, either in the 
liquid or gaseous state. 

Nevertheless, there have been 
some well-authenticated reports 
of explosions of mercury 
manometers on ammonia sys- 
tems, so there appears to be no 
question but that, under certain 
circumstances,, such explosions 
can and have occurred. 


Fortunately, there have been 
no reported fatalities, although 
some men have been injured. 
The explosions have not been 
mere puffs, and are of such 
force that they could result in 
maiming, loss of sight, or even 
death. 


EXPLODED WHILE BEING 
CLEANED 


One explosion of this nature 
occurred in a plant employing 
a considerable number of chemi- 
cal processes, so they had a well 
equipped and well staffed chemi- 
cal laboratory. Thus they were 
able to make a thorough in- 


vestigation into the cause of the 
explosion. 

The manometer involved was 
used on an ammonia system to 
indicate suction pressure. It con- 
sisted of a calibrated, vertical 
glass tube, open at the top to 
the atmosphere, and connected 
at the bottom by means of a 
steel U tube, to another vertical 
steel tube, which was in turn 
connected to ammonia pressure. 
In operation, the visible mer- 
cury level was in the glass tube; 
the other mercury level being 
in the vertical steel tube. Nor- 
mally, the ammonia pressure 
was between 6 in. of vacuum 
and 1 in. pressure, or about 
% p.s.i.g. 

This manometer had been in 
use onthe system about 12 
years, and it had been custom- 
ary to take it apart and clean 
it every year. About one week 
after one of these annual clean- 
ings, the instrument became 
stopped up, and the explosion 
occurred when the manometer 


was being dis-assembled this 


second time. 


BROWN POWDER FOUND 
IN STEEL TUBE 


The explosion was localized 
in the vertical steel tube, and 
at about the place at which the 
mercury level ordinarily stood. 
This part of the tube was blown 
to small bits and scattered over 
the room. The explosion was ac-

companied by a bright flash. 
Fortunately, and almost miracu- 
lously, the maintenance engi- 
neer doing the work was not 
seriously injured. 

The investigation after the 
explosion, disclosed some brown 
powder in the steel tube. This 
was removed and a small quan- 
tity of it was heated in the lab- 
oratory. It exploded violently, 
and in fact, blew a hole in the 
retort in which it was being 
— a heated. 

no Oe Subsequent investigation and 

coe analysis confirmed the explo- 
sion nature of this brown pow- 
der, but it was not completely 
analyzed nor fully identified. 
Nevertheless, it has been rather 
definitely established that the 
explosive material is formed by 
ammonia coming into contact 
with mercuric oxide, which can 
be formed under certain condi- 
tions that are still not fully 
understood. 

The chemists maintain that 
there is no reaction between am- 
monia and mecury under normal 
condition, and in view of the 
rarity of these explosions, there 
should be no apprehension of 
re-occurences of an accident as 
described above.

chemically analyzed occasion- 
ally. 

They recommend also, that 
the mercury manometers be of 
an all-glass type, so that the 
mercury stands in the glass 
only, and does not come into 
direct contact with steel con- 
necting tubes in the presence of 
ammonia. 


Locating Water Leaks in 
Radiant Heating Coils 


In the Oct. 3 issue we pub- 
lished a letter from a reader 
who had put in a radiant heat- 
ing installation some time ago, 
with the hot water coils buried 
in the concrete floor, as is com- 
mon practice on these installa- 
tions. 

The system is losing water at 
the rate of about 2 g.p.h., so 
there is evidently one or more 
rather sizable leaks. There are 
no leaks at the accessible joints 
of the piping nor around the 
hot water boiler, so he very logi- 
cally concludes that the leaks 
must be in the water coil em- 
bedded in the concrete. 

The floor is directly on the 
ground, and no wet spots show 
up in the concrete. He asked 
us to tell him how to find the 
leak or leaks. We hade a few 
suggestions, but asked for help 
from our readers who might 
know of effective methods. 


THE BAREFOOT METHOD 


Kane Zeitz, of the Bell Prod- 
ucts Co., Philadelphia, writes us 
and describes a method that 
sounds as if it might work out 
very well. Moreover, it is simple, 
inexpensive and would take 
very little time and trouble. 
Zeitz says to start with a cold 


floor, without carpets. 
He operates the hot water boil- 
er, without the circulating pump 
in operation, until the water is 
up to maximum temperature. 
Then he turns the pump on, and 
walks around over the floor in 
his bare feet. 

The location of the leaks will 
feel warmer to the bare feet 
than elsewhere, for even though 


there is not enough water toe——— 


cause a visible wet spot, the 
dampness of the _ concrete 
around the leak will cause the 
concrete to be _ noticeably 
warmer to sensitive bare feet. 
There is still a lot of work 
to be done in breaking down 
into the concrete, uncovering 
the tubing and repairing the 
leak. Nevertheless, a big step 
has been taken (no pun in- 
tended) in finding the location 
of the leak. Thanks to Mr. Zeitz: 
his methods seems practical.

Hokin Sees Cooled Homes Going from 
4% (Now) to 60% of Total by ’65 


CHICAGO — Approximately 
60% of homes in the United 
States will have year-round air 
conditioning within the next 10 
years, it was predicted recently 
by Edwin E. Hokin who is pres- 
ident of Union Asbestos & Rub- 
ber Co. 

Speaking at the closing ses- 
sion of a two-day sales meeting 
of company representatives at 
the Conrad Hilton hotel, Hokin 
pointed out that according to 
industry-wide surveys, only 1% 
of the nation’s homes have cen- 
tral air conditioning today, and 
added: 


“Less than 4% of the homes 
in the United States have any 
type of air conditioning. How- 
ever, a definite trend toward 
the use of central systems which 
provide year-round air condi- 


tioning, is becoming apparent. 
By 1965 more than 60% of all 
homes in America will be air 
conditioned. 

Pointing out that prolonged 
hot spells during the past sum- 
mer resulted in considerable 
impulse buying of air condition- 
ers, Hokin continued: 

“We have reached the point 
where such impulse buying is 
going to have less and less of 
an effect on the market. 

“Throughout the nation more 
and more builders of moderately- 
priced homes are equipping them 
with air conditioning. Within 
the next two or three years, any 
new home in the $10,000 to 
$12,000 price class built with- 
out air conditioning, will be ob- 
solete before it is finished,” he 
concluded.
